A parsing play is 
usually the most likely ic succeed, 
though it's impossitrie lo predict 
the sort of distance you'll gain. 
However a running play usually 



girves you the distance you want, 
though it's lough lo successfully 
instigate one. 

Defence is broken down in^o 
short, medium and long plays, 
corresponding to the sort of dis- 
tance you're expecting the 
opposition to iry for. For instance, 
a short play would be good for 
getting in really close and sacking 
the Quarterback; it it faiis there's 
every chance ot a long break tor 
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the offence. 

Scoring and completing plays 
earns the team money, essential 
when you run a team that's prone 
to exploding, or breaking down, it's 
pretty difficult trying to play when 
you can't afford to field a full one. 

Cyb&rtafi offers an interesting 
alternative to the traditional sports 
game.

You only play one player 
against the computer, which is a 
bit of a let down where Kick Off is 
oonceniedp but the computer js no 
push over. Each team plays dif- 
ferently and is composed of diffe- 
rent skilled players, so studying 
fomn and playing strategies is of 
vital importance if you want to get 
anywhere. 

But where AM really hotds it 
own is on the management side.
